TO EAT HIS WAY UP

PROFESSOR DYOHE TO MAKE THE
TEIP TO THE NORIH POLE

He is Gaing to Try an Entirely New Scheme,
that of Filling His Ship Clear Full of

Provisions—Every Mile He will Estab-
lish a Station and Cram it Full of Food

—Hunger and Not Cold, He Says, has
Fre ted the ¥y of the Norih

Fole—Wiil Really GGo and if the Pole’s
there He'Hl Find It

Topeka, Kan., Dec. 2—In the course
of a conversation with a reporter, Pro-
fessor L. L. Dyche, of the Kamss state
university, said that ha had recelved an
offer i0 go %o the north pole, and that
he had about concluded 1o aoc=pt it

There Is someéthing about the conver-
sation of this famous young Kansan
whivh impresses the hearer that he will
accomplish whatsoever he may es=t
about. He does not boast of his ability
to accomplish anything, but there ls a
matter-of-course vein about his north
pale talk which carries with it the eon-
viotlon that he will find the pole.He
speaks of the expedition In the same
marter-of-fact way in which a small boy
would announce his indention of golng
out to hunt up a lost cow, and it is piaén
that e not cnly hols entire confidence
in his ability to make the trip, but that
he is also convineed that mo very ap~
palling diffouMies lie in his way.

“The sole and fatal obstacles which
has topped Arctic explorers from find-
ing the pole,” sald the professor, “'is not
oo, but hunger. The explorers have
sianted out with & lunch in thelr pock-
ets s though they were simply going
for a day's run on the blcyde.
{s no healthier region in all the world
than in=side the Arctic circle. There i
no danger from the cold. I was within
less than 1,000 miles of the pole Inst sum
meT, and 1 suffered no more {rom cold
than the people of Kansas will during |
the coming winter. There can be no |
appreciable difference between the coid |
at the point I reached and the cold at
the very pinnacie of the north pole.
| “Every Arotic expedition yet set afoot

has simply starved out. It s almost

beyond bellef how HMHtle In the way of
| mupplies those feilows who have been
up nonth took along, Give me plenty
toentand I think I can go to the north
pole as easily as [ got within 800 miles of
| it. Good old fashloned ‘grub’ should be
the watohford of the Arotic explorers.”
‘“Have you any objection to stating
the plan you have formed for your Arc-
tic trip?"” queried the reporter.
